A brick war is on in Atlanta. 

And if the average citizen does not 
get “bricked” in the next two weeks 
it will be because he does not have a 


sidewalk to be paved. 
The great question is: Shall it be

The street committee of the general 
council caused the war to be started 
yesterday afternoon by adopting a 
resolution which will allow property 
owners to say which brick they prefer 
for sidewalks. shale or Chattahoochee

Shale Brick to the Front. 

There” was some talk about using 
shale brick, a brick made of shale 
taken from coal seams, wnich is very 
harg and smooth. T. D. Meador, rep- 
resenting the Southern Tile and Stone 
Company, Stated to the street commit- 
tee of council that he was willing to 
furnish the shale brick. This was 
done, it was said, after Mr. Meador 
had held a conference with §. M. Hood, 
who represented the Rockmart Shale 
Company. The street committee 
thereupon adopted a resolution award- 
ing the contract to the Southern Tile 
and Stone Company. This was adopt- 
ead by the common council, but the al- 
dermani¢ board, believing that shale 
brick might be an experiment, amend- 
ed the resolution by stating that it 
would be left with the option of the 
citv to say whether the brick should 
be shale or Chattahoochee river. This 
was done, it was said, so that if the 
shale brick did not prove satisfactory, 
the city could call for the clay brick. 

The matter came up before the 
street committee again yesterday aft- 
ernoon, when Mr. Meador asked that 
some definite action be taken so his 
company could begin laying the side- 
walks. He said that he believed the 
Chattahoochee River Company was the 
only concern which could furnish 
brick fast enough for the contractors. 

Mr. Hood made a reply in which hz 
stated that he could demonstrate be- 
yond any peradventure that the shale 
brick was far superior to the clay or 
mud brick. He read several letters from 
city officials of other cities in which 
the opinion was expressed that the 
shale brick was far superior to ths 
clay brick. 

Mr. Hood called upon the city en- 
gineer to make a report of a test which 
he had made with bricks from shale 
and from Chattahoochee river clay. 

The Test of the Bricks. 

The city engineer's statement was 
as follows: 

“When subjected to water, the Chat- 
tahoochee river brick absorbed 10 per 
cent, while the shale brick absorbed 5 
per cent. On the abrasion test, made 
twith a machine to show the wear of 
the bricks, the Chattahoochee river 
brick showed a wear of 7 7-10 per 
cent, while the wear on the shale brick 
was 2 8-10 per cent.” 

“Thereis you test, gentlemen,” said 
Mr. Hood, “to show which brick is the 
best and which you, as representatives 
of the people, should give to the peo- 
ple.” 

Mr. Hood stated that it made no dif- | 
freence, as far as cost was © property | 


which brick was furnished the property 
owners. They paid, he said, 50 cents 
@ square yard for sidewalks made of 
shale brick and the same for Chatta- 
hoochee river brick. . 

He said his compahy was ready to | 
give bond to furnish all the brick the 
city needed and as fast as the contrac- 
tor wanted them. . 

“If the contractors do not want to 
earry out the contract,” he said, “and 
lay shale brick, then I will take the 
contract ai the same price and give a 
good bond.” 

Ready With All -Brick Needed. 

Harry L. English, representing the 
Chattahoochee River Company, made a 
statement in which he said that the 
contractors should be allowed to use 
the brick called for in the original con- 
tract.

The report of the missions follows: 

Dr. GraysS Report. 

B. D. Gray, of Atlanta, Ga., in his 
report as corresponding secretary of the 
Home Mission Board, said in part: 

“There have been organized 5,917 
Baptist churches and 188,003 persons 
baptized by this board during the year. 
Our work in Cuba and the southwes'! 
is vielding large returns and the prob- 
ability of our entering New Mexico 
makes our trans-Mississippi territory 
the greater. The education of 4,316 
mountain boys and girls in excellent 
mission schools in the Appalachian 
mountains at a cost to the denomina- 
tion of slightly more than $5 for each 
per vear is an achievement. 

“The amount expended by the home 
mission board is divided as follows: 

“Alabama, $3,434.28; Arkansas, $5,300° 
Florida, $9,669.24; Georgia, $400; Ken- 
tucky, $2,319.84; Louisiana, $11,498.40: 
Maryland, $9,197; Mississippi, $3,250: 
Missouri, $4,105; North Carolina 
$9,465.98; Oklahoma, $13,975.61; South 
Carolina, $800: Tennessee, $3,825; Texas 
$15,536.85; Virginia, $904.18. 

‘These states, on theirown initiative 
expended in the same work a total of 
$233,096.47. 

“Expenditures for the purchase and 
improvement of mountain school prop- 
erty in Alabama, Kentucky, Tennessee 
and Virginia are not included in the 
above table. 

“The board has had in the field a 
total of 1,108 workers in comparison 
with 961 the previous year. And has 
held, as an example, in the southern 
states 1,323 prayer meetings. 

“Tt is pointed out that the work in 
Panama which has been pursued dur- 
ing the year opens the way toward 
the evangelization of the South Amer- 
ican republics. 

“The work among the negroes is 
treated of with the claim that south- 
ern negro Baptists are upon a-higher 
plane of uplift than those of any other 
section.” A

GOOD ROADS MEETING 
UPENS AT RICHMOND 


Convention Is Expected 


to Be Important. 


First Convention of the Inter- | 
national League of Highway | 


Improvement Convenes in 


Richmond. 


Richmond, Va., May 14.—The first con- , 


vention of the International League for 
Highway Improvement began here § to- 
day, and will continue tomorrow. Mayor 
Richardson made the welcoming ad- 
dress and Governor Swanson, Secretary 
Of Agriculture Wilson and a number of 
other prominent men will make  ad- 
dresses. 

The league was organized under the 
laws of iFlorida several months ago, 
and has as its officers: John A. Stew- 
art, of New York, president; Albert 
Lewis, of Pennsylvania; Eugene Mas- 
ters, mayor of St. Augustine, Fla., and 
E. P. - Leighton, of Cleveland, vice 
presidents; J. E. Ingraham, of St. Augus- 
tine, treasurer, and Harry L. Brown, of 
St. Augustine, secretary. 

The convention is expected to be an im- 
portant one in shaping the policy 
the league for international roads, as 
well as for national and e6tate roads. 
It is expected that a resolution will be 
adopted asking congress for an appro- 
Priation of $200,000 for a survey of 
highways from Maine to Florida and 
from New York to Seattle and from 
Seattle to Los Angeles. The men be- 
hind the movement are not only promi- 
nent in national and local affairs, but 
are men of means, who are contributing 
from their own funds for the main- 
tenance of the organization, The princi- 
pal object of the league is to secure co- 
operation between the national and state 
governmente.

auditorium, to discuss both sides of this exceedingly live question. 

Hon. John MacVicar, a member of the board of commissioners of Des 
Moines, Iowa, will uphold the commission form of municipal government, 
while his opponent, Hon, W. W. Wise, former alderman of Des Moines, will 
urge, in contrast, the advantages of the old form of government by council 
and the various boards. | 

Both of these gentlemen come from a stronghold of government by com- 
mission; they are, or have been, part of that city’s political and official 
life; they are well qualified, therefore, to know whereof they speak, for, 
in addition to study, they have observed. 

Atlanta’s charter revision committee is, unquestionably, making a sincere 
and honest effort to provide for this city the best obtainable form of mu- 
nicipal government. ° 

Some members of this committee favor the old plan, revised and brought 
up to date; others think the commission plan offers the best and most sat- 
isfactory solution of the city’s government problem. 

But in order that there may be no ground for future contention, they 
have practically decided to submit the two plans as prepared to a vote of 
the people in a primary to be called for that purpose.

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TEXAS STRIKES AT LYNCHERS. 


At Tyler, Texas, there have been nine arrests of alleged participants in 
the lynching of a negro as to whose guilt of the crime charged there was 


at least serious doubt. 
The charge against them is murder and it is proposed to press the casés 


to indictment and trial. 

The arrest and trial of lynchers, no matter where the community, 1s 
an event so rare as to make the Texas case a notable one. 

Seldom, in fact, is any attempt made at apprehension, and eonviction is 
a result practically unknown. 

Therefore, lynching, which was originally resorted to in speedy punitsh- 
ment of the crime against womanhood, and somewhat palliated on that 
ground, has fed upon immunity until {n recent years it has been more fre- 
quently resorted to in cases of other crimes, such as murder, a murderous 
assault which does not result in death, and even, in some instances, of 
theft. 

The substitution of the mob for the court cannot be excused upon any 
ground; and the result of such substitution in cases of ordinary-crime, where 
there is no possible reason of usurping the functions of the courts, has been 
to weaken and destroy the argument put forward in behalf of mob punish- 
ment in cases of the outrageous’ crime which first gave rise to this form of 
unlawful procedure. 

For it is becoming apparent by example how mob success and immunity 
in the one instance lead on and encourage mob lawlessness in others, until 
the undermining of the law and the tottering of its superstructure, erected 
for the protection of all society, must be the ultimate result. 

It needs but a few arrests and convéetions to bring suppression of the 
mob spirit. 

The Texas authorities have gone at it in the right way, and if they 
press these cases to conclusion, it will undoubtedly have wholesome and bene- 
ficial effect. 

The mob and the court are the antithesis of the social scale—between 
them are seen the distance by which civilization has separated itself from 
barbarity. 

If law and the courts are to be effectively maintained {in the perform- 
ance of their wise, protective mission, there must be no mob. 

And there need be none, if the authorities in each state and community 
honestly and squarely meet and*perform the duty which the law prescribes. 
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RED-FIRE AND THE SECTIONAL DODO-BIRDS. 


The sectional ghoul that decks himself in the threadbare garments of 
dead prejudices and hatreds is becoming almost as rare, north as well as 
south, as the late lamented dodo-bird. 

Time was when these gentlemen, with their crocodile tears’ and their 
artfully acquired talent for swallowing artificial red-fire, used to be able 
to wring the hearts and inspire the bitterness of peonle both sides Mason 
and Dixon’s line. 

Hanging on to the poisonous delusion that rancor was patriotism and 
delving in sectional graveyard statesmanship, they used to romp the land ‘from 
Kennebec to Jupiter Inlet, with great effect. 

Their mischievous activities, under the sacred guise of sentiment, were 
effectual in perceptibly postponing that national accord and tolerance with- 
out which no people may expect to arrive at greatness. | 

Their day has passed. Whether in the south or the north, they are 
viewed nowadays, and mourned nowadays, as freaks, with just a suggestion 
of the buffoon in failing to acquaint themselves with the reunited sentiment 
of a forbearing people. 

Several days ago The Constitution gave an instance of this matter-of. 
fact fraternity of sentiment by quoting from an expression ,by Lafayette 
Young, editor of The Des Moines (Iowa) Capital, one of the biggest republic- 
an dailies of the northwest, Mr. Young related the incident of the Grand 
Army of the Republic camp in his city maintaining in its headquarters a 
draped picture of Robert E. Lee and drew therefrom encouraging lessons. 

Here is another. It comes from The Duluth (Minn.) Herald, in its way 
as strong a publication as The Des Moines Capital. The Herald reviews the 
action of the enterprising Congressman Hollingworth, of Ohio, in seeking 


to prevent the inscribing of a picture of Jefferson Davis on the silver ser- 


vice of the battleship “Mississippi.” Declaring the action to smack more 
of ridicule than praise, the editor continues—

They will remain at Ju Ja from four 
to ten days, according to the luck they 
have in hunting impalia, buffalo, 
warthog and water buck. At the con-| 
clusion of their visit with Mr. McMil- | 
lan, Mr. Roosevelt and his son will 
come to Natrobi.

Print 
cloth yarn goods are nut agected by 
this reduction and prices remain fair- 
ly firm. Finished goods and bleach- 
ed goods are moving slowly, jobbers 
being reluctant buyers, although cut- 
ters are doing more business on the 
latter line. Ginghams show a firmer 
tendency. In the export field there 
has been some inquiry, but no actual 
cansactions, sellers demanding more 
than buyers are willing to pay. In 
the woolen goods division, advances 
continue in many lines, especially in 
worsteds. The yarn market is irregu- 
lar, lo wprices bringing out some busi- 
ness, but is generally quiet, with prices 
strong in all lines. 


BRADSTREET’S. 


Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say that 
irregularity still characterizes the 
trade, crop and industrial situation. In 
industrial lines the consensus of opin- 
ports is that further improvement has 
been registered, especially in the iron 
and steel, coke, coal, woolen manufac- 
turing and leather trades. Building is 
active and lines of trade catering to 
this industry are feeling beneficial ef- 
fects. It is a between-seasons period 
in wholesale and jobbing distributive 
trades; orders from retailers are mere- 
ly of a filling-in character and hard- 
ly equal to expectat .s. The tone of 
opinion as to the outlook for fall 

ade is as a whole rather more opti- 
power of the publicHTHT HT TTTH 
mistic, but the evidences of repression 
in trade, whether due to tariff and 
crop uncertainty, reduced purchasing 
power of the public, or high prices for 
food stuffs, are too evident to be ig- 
nored. Manufacturers of woolen goods 
are buying freely of raw material at 
Boston and sales of new domestic clip 
wool to arrive have aggregated 10,- 
000,000 pounds. London sale _ prices 
are reported to have been advanced 
and this is reflected in large dealings 
in foreign wool. ee
